First Things First 


If we don’t win this war it will not 
make any difference what we think about 
trade policy, or money policy, or indus- 
trial policy. We should in that event 
either take orders from Berlin in all these 
matters, or have to stop arguing about 
them and join with the people of the Unit- 
ed States in fighting for the right to gov- 
ern ourselves in a totalitarian world. That 
is the point Canadians cannot afford to 
forget just now. 

There are many other questions of 
public importance, but none that is of any 
relative importance at all compared with 
the question of whether we are to emerge 
from this struggle as winners or losers. 
If we win we can settle economic questions 
and social problems in our own way. If we 
lose they will be settled for us immediate- 
ly, or we will have something else to think 
about. One thing at a time is a good rule. 
in any circumstances. In the present cir- 
cumstances there is only one thing that 
counts, for upon it all other issues hinge. 


How Many Men? 


Premier Menzies took his critics by 


surprise by announcing that his Govern- 


ment plans to send 80,000 Australian 
troops oversea—if required, of course. 
Prime Minister King could say the 


same thing without creating any surprise 
at all among Canadians who have rightly 
sensed the responsibility Canada assumed 
when its parliament decided to stand be- 
side Britain and France in the fight to 
smash Hitlerism. 

For all anyone knows each Dominion 
may have many more than that number 
of men oversea before the struggle ends. 
How many either will send will depend 
upon how many are required; and how 


many are required will be decided by the 
Dominion Governments in consultation 
with the British authorities. 

In the former war Canada sent ap- 


proximately as many men in the first con- 
tingent as have been sent since this war 
began. There was no declaration then 
that Canada would send half a million 


men, but it sent far more than that as

Mr. Sumner Welles is not going to 
Moscow in his swing around Europe to 
find out what are the war aims of the 
fighting countries. He does not need to. 
The Soviet aims have been written for all 
the world to see in the blood of a small 
nation who asked for nothing but to be left 
alone to earn a living by the sweat of 
their brows and develop as they could the 
little patch of earth upon which their race 
has dwelt for centuries.

The Passing Show

The Soviet Institute of Experimental Medi- 
cine announces a successful method of dealing 
with carbon-monoxide poisoning. The opera- 
tion takes the startling form of drawing the 
blood from the sufferer’s body, “cleaning” it as 
one might clean crankcase oil, and re-intro- 
ducing it into the body by 
ordinary transfusion.

As the 
Russians opened fire, they saw an officer with 
a package in his arms fall overboard as the 
vessel heaved on a swell. 

After the Russians had taken possession of 
the Madgeburg, an officer, true to the chivalrous 
tradition of the sea, ordered the bodies of the 
Germans around the vessel to be gathered for 
decent burial. His chivalry was well rewarded.

To the crypto- 
graphers in “O.B.40” they revealed not only th 
German code then in use, but the key to the 
whole system on which the various German 
naval codes were based.

Political Phantasy 


The nation-wide broadcast on Wednesday 
evening by H. H. Stevens, who is apparently 
Dr. Manion’s first lieutenant, affords additional

The stereotypes of the Manion-Stevens 
assault need hardly be noted.

Prosperity Of Producer In 
Western Canada Prim- 
ary Problem 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., March 
&.—Parity wheat prices for West- 
ern Canada farmers, even if the 
government has to make up the 
difference, was advocated here 
last night by W. D. Herridge, New 
Democracy leader. 

“The prosperity of the primary 
producer of western Canada,” he 
declared, “is the foundation on 
which alone we can build an 
economy for our whole people. If 
we can not give the farmer a de- 
cent standard of living, then, as a 
people, we are through.” 


ANSWERS QUESTIONS 

Asked during the question period 
which followed his speech if he was 
prepared to co-operate with Con- 
servative Leader Manion in forma- 
tion of a National Government, Mr 
Herridge said: “Anybody who be- 
lieves first in the defeat of the Lib- 

eral government and the remedying 
of conditions which prevent reform 
and the giving of security to the 
people, anyone who believes in re- 
form and the principles for which 
I stand, I will welcome in associa- 
tion with myself.”
